{hat medical men find many of 
their patients asking anxlously 
about the risks of sudden death.

For 
there is nothing mysterious or 
unpredictable about the causes 
of sudden death. 

It ca‘ be due to what ts call- 
ed a stroke—that {s, 1 broken 
blood vessel In the brain; or to 
blockace of one of the artcrics 
supplying the heart—in_ other 
words to coronary thrombosis. 


Excitement 


In both cases the trouble is 
due to changes in tha blood 
vessels. In advancing age blood 
pressure rises. The cont of the 
blood vessels becomes harder 
and more brittle; the lining less 
smooth.

A top-level team representing British indus-

The tcam was sent to America 
by the Anglo-American Council 
on Productivity to study how far 
simplification and standardisa- 
tion had been successful there.

the technical director of the 
Federation of British In- 
duxtrics. 

The report desertbes the 
team’s findings in New York, 
Washington, Philadelphia, Chica- 
fo, Cleveland, Pittsburgh and 
Schenectady, 


PRICE STABILITY 

At a diesel-electric locomotive 
plont !t found that simplifica- 
tion had contributed to holding 
prices stable between 1939 an 
1945, when matertal costs 
jumped 41 percent and labour 
costs 111 percent. 

The team reperted that in the 
Urfited States there was de- 
berate discouragement of any 
demand for variety by price 
differentials, Advertising and 
sules method was directed to 
boosting ths standardised pro- 
duct.
